Niw TonK, June 15.— The question ot 
the forfoitnre of forty>throo diamond* was 

before Judge Brown and a Jury, in the 
United Sttites District Court in the suit of 
the I iiitt d ."^lalfs spainst Fanny Sussn.an. 
The jirincipftl witness for the Ooverninent 
wag Ciiptilin r!r«ckett, the cliicf uf the 
special aj^onls of Trensnry l»e|iiiri iiieiil for 
New York. He said tluit in l\l.riii\ry li\it 
be received information that a wouian was 
offering diamonds for sale considerably be- 
low their value. On the following raora- 
ing he net this woman in the store of a 
diamond broker in Naseau street. She had 
tlie diamond! with her. He asked her 
where Ahe got them and told her who he 
was. She replied, " Well, I suppose I must 
pay duty on iliein. It will be ti'u per eenL 
on their value, and that will be about 
$400." 

Urnckftt testit'uMl thMt bo n plie 1 thnt it 
w«3 too Inte to lii»e tl.ui, iiiid a-'ked 

her to accoiiipany him, with the di;iC)ond!«, 
to the Custom-house. If the stones hud not 
been smuggled ho would return them to 
her. If the duty had not been paid, how- 
CTor, ha would seise them. She went with 
him to the CuBtom*houaa, and there before 
General Palmer, who was in obarge of the 
law department, she said that she had 
come to arrange to pay duty on the dia- 
monds. The diamonds were seized by the 
Uovernniciit ofTicors. 

F.xpert testimony was piven that the 
value of the geius v. as •-■■1,7^1, and that 
they were of foreign proihietion. This 
closed the case for the (loveruiiieiil. 

The defandant said her aiaidon niune was 
Fanny Sussman. On May 18, 1882, she 
went to Europe and retuAied on August W, 
in the atoamer Edam ttom Amsterdam. She 
arrived September 16, and did not bring 
any Jowelry with her. The diamonds were 
(;iveii to her sister by her father, thirteen 
years ago, and her futher at the same time 
gave her it litilo jewelry and a i'mM watch 
and chain. Iler sinter wiis in some pecu- 
iiiai y trouliles a? to real estate and tlie wit- 
iicii! iiadert.)ok to sell ttie diamonds for her. 
.As si.e knew nothing a>H>ut their vnliie. a 
frieud of hers, .Mr.Cohan.went with her. They 
showed the jewels to a trm in Niasau 
street, who told her to como the next morn- 
ing. She did so and then she saw Captain 
Braokett, who tofU heir that the diamonds 
were smuggled and that he should seixe 
them. She invited the captain to go into 
another room as she wished ti explain to 

him that her le.tl iriiii' W)is IIo.^kiii i!!. 

After delilicniiiii.' a'xiu half an hour the 
jury returned a xer lict for the GoveriiiQeiit, 
declaring tiiut tho diamonds should be 
forfeited.

Maokid, Jane lo.— A year or so ago the 
King of Bpain visited tho King of Fbrtugal I 
upitn the oocasien of the opening of a more 
direct railroad rente between the capitals 

of the two countries. Prior to that time 
tlie route was very circuitous between 
Lisbon and M idrid, but tmw a ii»w an i 
direct railrcuid. which has ^en ufcoin))- 
liihed hy tunneling the mountain ranges, 
couueute them bT the shortest possible dia- 
tanoe. King Alfonso rode oTor the route 
upon that occasion, and now King \ 
Luis has returned the cojipliment, and his 
visit 10 Madrid has been the oooaaion of a 
holidnj fbr the Bpaniarda, wha are as fond 
of «t«rtnlBmonU as the FMneh. Though 
beta tho Fowers are little ones they ma# 
no mcna display. The Municipality ot 
.Madrid erected a handsome pavilion in 
which the two Qoe«ns, Christina and Maria 
Pia. were enthroned in slat« and reoeivod 
their reyal husbands, who gHUop<^d up lielore 
them aad made their devoirs in a uanuer 
worthy of the oM days of obiTalry. 
Then titere wss a procession of the Spanish 
army, 16,000 strong. The men looked i 
healthy and usoftu, marehing fully 
equipped in dooUe tU, with a swinging 
step and in fUriy goad time The mooa- 
Uin and field batteries dooarved very high 
praisa. It was noticeable that about half 
of the light field pieces were of compressed 
bronte, manufactured in Seville, and it is 
stated that they give results superior 
te those of krupp steeL The march 
was followed by a banquet, at which 
their majestiee pledged each 
other's health and tho prosperity of the two 
Kingdoms.

He belonged to 
Hamburg, and was forty-sit years old. Al- 
tluxigh he had oommnnded stcatnshtps only 

a few years, he wss considerc'l a e oniieteiii 
navigator, having had a loni; exi erleuce as 
captain of »ailinjt ve-isels. and been mate 
of tho Polynesia of the line to wliich I tie 
Africa beloniied when th;- former vessel 
was utolar the commatid of Captain 
Witikler. th" eommod iro ot the fleet.

Bnt Then Tnrktiy Never Had Any 

•r It. 

Wasiiinoto!*, June 15, — Mini»tcr|Wallace 
gets his name into print once mere by an- 
neuneing that the Turkish Oovommsat has 
'ieoided to ehu^outpork Arom that oonntry. 
This is bad — for Turkey. So far as this 
country is concerned it will probably not 
make much dillerence in the matter ef 
iliieei shipments. An examination of 
tlip reports by the Treasury Dopart- 
metit for ths past year shows that 
among millions of dollars worth of 
American products shipped from this 
country direct to Turkey there was 
not a single dollar's wortk of Bork er hog 
products ef any kin^ ner even a single 
pound. In that year tus oountry, as shown 
by Chief Nimmo's able and exhaustive re- 
ports, exported to Turkey, direct agrionl- 
tiiral iiu|il«inents, manufactures of cot- 
ton, inanulaeiurea of iron, uianiifacturcs 
of wood, piiiitiiig presses, paper, jietr >- 
leiini ('20,lii>(),(j(ii) jjiillniH), sewing machines, 
pianos, honsehol 1 tuniiture, lamps, wooden- 
ware, luacfunery, bread and bis- 
cuits, oheosc, sugar, tobacco, spirits, shot, 
cartridges, shells, drugs, perfumery and 
stationery, and yet not a pound of hog 
product The Mohammedan religion, which 
prehibits ths satiag of pork as strictly as 
does that of th% Hebrew's, appears to ex- 
tend iu influentJe ever the 16,000,000 of 
non-Mohamnielans in Turkey quite as 
effectually as over the 25,000.000 who sub- 
mit to its faith, so that it is difiicult to ;ce 
what difference this order by the Porte is 
likely to make, except in its moral effect ia 
increasing the prejudice against the hog.

Nnw York, June lo.— A cable to tho 
Herald firom Paris says : Our Rome corro* 
spondcnt sends the following : 

King Umberio gave the Herald corre- 
spondent half an hour's amdience at the 
Qiiirlnal this afternoon, iu the course of 
which His Majesty frankly discussed vari- 
ous matters Interesting to Italy and to the 
world. Sjieakitig of tho Vat can he dn- 
clared lie Inul the siiicerest ro'iieet for the 
pers III of the P ipe and re -rcet.-l a rec 'ii- 
eilirtlidti between ('hnrcli nml J^lule seemed 
so far distant. "If i!ie I'oje vwre to leave 
bis retirement for tlio Streets of Home I tieel 
eon\iiice l lie wottld moot wIth the utmost 
deference." 

Turning to forei;;ii i|uestions, he assured 
me it was his only desire that his kinc- 
dom ahonld live In peace with all men. He 
had no hatred of Franee, or any other coun- 
try. 

"I have no ambition save to di-nini-li 
taxation, whicli is very heavy, and rem in 
what we have wmu -inre Italy li'Tume uni- 
ted. We have no seltisli un.liitinn, \\ lieu 
a people tv islicH I'l diminish a ta.v.atioii, it 
does not increase eipendilnre. We have 
m.ide great progress. We neeil peace." 

In regard to duiucstic politics he ^ex- 
pleased himself perfectly satisfied. His 
ministers are devoted and honeet, and his 
subjoets \ojiA.
